“Assuming that each person in 
the apparel industry makes on

weavers, the report shows. In ad- 
dition to these salient features, 
Los Angeles is the logica! distribut- 
ing point for the eleven Western 


fers in some ways from that of the 
East and Middle West in that the 
demand here for mattings and 
fiber carpets is not so great as the 
eastern demand for these goods. 
On the other hand, there is an 
unusually strong demand here for 
Axminsters, Wiltons, velvets and 
eums. 


DISTRIBUTION POINT 

As a distributing’ point, Leos 
Angeles is closer by from two to 
ten days to Atlantic Coast markets 
than any other Pacific Coast rt. 
As a port of entry for raw e- 
rials, it aleo has distinct advan- 
tages. Carpet wools are produced 
chiefly by the “unimproved” sheep 
of China, India and the Balkans. 
China produces 60,000,000 pounds 
and India 60,000,000 pounds of 
such wools yearly. Of the low-grade 
cotton in mixture with woo! 
in the carpet industry, 15,000 bales 
are produced in China, and 38,000 
bales in Peru. Jute. ramie and 
coir are produced in India and the 
Philippines. 

Considerable carpet woo! is pro- 
duced in the Western States and 
large quantities of jute are grown 
in California. Cotton is produced 
in ever-increasing quantities in 
California and Arizona. The prox- 
imity of raw material sources with 
the subsequent saving in freight 
rates, makes this a 2 carpet 
manufacturing center, survey 
reveals.

PROMISING VARIETY OF OATS 
_ SHOWS HIGH YIELD IN TESTS

Oats have always been important in the 
California hay markets. In 1916, 200,000 
acres were planted, but the acreage has’ 
been declining.

ULLERTON.—In point of quantity, the 

Orange county Valencia orange crop 

is very heavy, with indications that 
the ultimate pack will be fully as great as 
last seasons, which was 4,325,243 boxes. 
The fruit shows good average quality, with 
plenty of juice, but there is an unusually 
high percentage of small oranges. Of fruit 
packing 252 to the box and higher the per- 
centage will be between 60 and 75 per cent. 
Precise determination is hindered by the 
natural tendency of the growers to pick 
and market the larger fruit first. It is es- 
pected that the close of the season will see 
a heavy run of small fruit.

A further factor to be taken into consid- 
eration is, of course, the drouth.

These 
were planted side by side on areas of one 
and one-half acres*or more. The plots were 
farmed and were dependent for growth on 
The rainfall which has not been too plentiful 
during the past season. The California Red 
failed to mature sufficiently to warrant cut- 
ting for threshing. This variety fared very 
poorly under the dry-farming conditions of 
last spring. The Little White variety 
proved superior to the California Red. The 
Fuighum and the Little White were harvest- 
ed in June and threshed on August 13. The 
yield data show that the Fulghum pro 
duced 69 sacks or 4990 pounds on 1.712 
acres. This gives a yield of 2915 pounds 
per acre. The Little White produced 50 1-2 
or 3420 pounds on 1.674 acres. This is equal 
to 2043 pounds per acre. The Fulghum hae 
a gain in production of 872 pounds per acre 
compared to the Little White. Uniform 
soil conditions and carefully laid out plots 
— made these results accurate and valu- 
able. 

The second series of oats increase plots 
was taid out at the Johnson Rancho, on 
Western Avenue. Fulghum, Burt and Call 
fornia Red were planted side by side in long 
strips. The soil, a Ramona Joam, was dry 
throughout the spring and growing condi 
tions were severe. Although no weights 
were secured, Fulghum very noticeably out 
grew the other two. Mr. Johnson reports 
that it produced about twice as much hay as 
the California Red. The California Red did 
not fare well and was hardly worth cutting 
The Burt was fairly good but inferior to the 
Fulghum variety. 

A comparison of the varieties tested ir 
interesting. In rust resistance, there is no’ 
very much difference, although the Fulghur 
and the Little White seem just a little le:

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NEW BULLETIN ON 
POULTRY DISEASES 


A new bulletin, No. „ of the University 
of California, College of ture 
ment Station, recently published, is entit- 
led “Studies on a Nutritional Disease of 
Poultry Caused by Vitamin ‘A’ Deficiency,” 
by J. R. Beach. Nutritional disease, which 
has existed in poultry for some time, has 
only comparatively recently been studied 
to the extent that specific recommendations 
can be made for its control. It is found 
that this nutritional disease is caused by a 
lack of Vitamin “A” which is found in green 
feed. The difficulties found on many of 
the poultry flocks of Southern California is 
due to this nutritional disease which is of- 
ten times found in the flocks although the 
poultrymen feel they are giving their birds 
ampfle supplies of green feed. 

The quality of this green feed is especial- 
ly important and well grown fibrous types 
ef green feed are not satisfactory, the 1 
letin says. In order to secure satisfactory 
results the green feed must be young and 
succulent and must be chopped fnely 
enough so that the birds will consume com- 
paratively large quantities of it. Vitamin 
can supp most satisfactorily with 
good succulent green feed.
